Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  part  of  the  Joint  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  19 69° 

At  the  present  time  extreme  urgency  is  needed  for  the  modernization 
of  old  houses.  The  main  considerations  before  a building  can  be  • 
improved  are  availability  of  a satisfactory  water  supply  and  facilities 
for  the  drainage  of  the  property.  One,  or  both  of  these  essentials  are 
lacking  in  parts  of  this  rural  area. 

In  New  Radnor  parish,  whilst  an  excellent  water  supply  is  available, 
frustration  is  caused  because  there  is  no  mains  drainage  scheme  resulting 
in  sub-standard  living  conditions.  Younger  families  move  out  to  find 
better  housing  conditions  with  resultant  rural  depopulation. 

Any  future  major  development  in  the  village  of  New  Radnor  could  not 
be  entertained  without  the  Council's  proposed  drainage  scheme  being 
implemented.

No  chemical  analysis  of  water  has  been  taken  and  there  is  no 
information  on  the  fluoride  content  of  water  supplies  - although 
fluoride  is  added  to  the  Llandegley  supply. 

Quality  - The  quality  of  mains  water  has  remained  satisfactory. 

In  some  cases  results  of  bacteriological  samples  of  water  from 
existing  private  supplies  have  been  unsatisfactory,  but  this  has 
invariable  been  due  to  owner/occupier  neglecting  to  maintain  his  own 
source  of  supply  adequately. 

In  the  Newchurch  area  my  Council  had  to  implement  their  powers 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory 
water  supply  was  maintained  to  premises  in  this  parish.

WATER  SUPPLIES  - continued 


Quantity  - Shortage  of  water  occurred  in  the  Franksbridge  area  due 
to  a breakdown  in  the  mains  supply. 

Shortages  of  water  were  also  experienced  in  the  Newchurch, 
Kinnerton,  Weythel  and  Trewern  parishes.  These  parishes  have  no 
mains  water  supply,  but  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Radnorshire 
and  North  Breconshire  Water  Board  to  supply  mains  water  into 
those  areas,  work  to  commence  in  the  Newchurch  area  during  1970.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


EXISTING 

Llandegl ey  - The  small  sewage  treatment  unit  treating  sewerage  from 
Council  houses,  school,  canteen  and  some  private  dwellings  has 
operated  satisfactorily. 

Even.jobb  and  Glades  try  - Two  small  treatment  works  treat  sewerage 
from  six  Council  houses  respectively.  Discharge  is  into  soakaways 
and  there  is  no  overflow  into  water  courses. 

Nevj  Radnor  - Small  works  taking  sewerage  from  14  Council  houses, 
school,  canteen  and  some  private  dwellings,  but  works  were  only 
originally  intended  for  the  14  Council  houses.  It  consists  of 
screen  and  settlement  tank  with  effluent  running  into  closed  ditches. 
There  is  a small  sludge  drying  bed.  There  is  no  discharge  into 
water  course. 

Regular  de-sludging  of  the  above  mentioned  works  is  carried 

out. 

PROPOSED 


Llandegley  - Following  an  approach  from  Rhayader  R.D.C.,  my  Council 
agreed  to  a survey  being  made  of  a part  of  the  Llandegley  parish 
with  a view  to  their  being  included  in  a joint  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  scheme. 

New  Radnor  - The  scheme  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the 
township  of  New  Radnor  has  been  completed  on  paper  and  the  "go  ahead" 
is  now  awaited  from  the  Welsh  Office. 

Further  nuisances  have  occurred  in  the  village,  in  particular 
from  the  two  hotels  and  bakery.  Improvements  have  been  carried 
out  to  the  existing  private  disposal  soakaways  at  these  premises, 
but  this  is  only  of  short  term  duration. 

Old  Radnor  - It  is  intended  to  build  four  new  Council  houses  in  this 
parish,  and  includes  provision  for  a small  sewage  treatment  unit  for 
these,  and  any  future  development. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  collection  of  household  refuse  continues  to  he  carried  out  by 
contract  and  disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  three  separate 
refuse  tips. 

Since  the  1st  April,  1969  my  Council  agreed  to  a twice  monthly 
collection,  of  household  refuse  throughout  the  whole  of  their  district, 
of  bins  placed  out  beside  public  highways  on  the  appropriate  day. 

No  complaints  were  received  from  the  public  regarding  the  three 
refuse  tips.  The  Council  themselves  are  experiencing  difficulty  from 
cars  being  dumped  on  these  refuse  tips.  Where  permission  is  asked  for 
beforehand,  the  Council  have  agreed  to  cars  from  local  people  being 
placed  on  their  tips,  providing  these  vehicles  are  broken-up  and  properly 
laid  over  side  of  tip. 


HOUSING 


Further  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  dwellings  in  the  area. 

Housing  Survey  - Below  is  a revised  list  showing  present  standard  of 
fitness  of  houses  in  the  districts-

Unfit  dwellings  - Several  of  the  70  unfit  houses  are  now  empty  and 

undertakings  have  been  obtained  from  owners  not  to 
re-let  these  houses  until  they  have  been  made  fit 
to  the  Council' s satisfaction. 

Private  dwellings  - Seven  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  and  there 

was  one  house  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year 

Council  houses  - approval  has  now  been  received  for  erection  of  four 
Council  houses  at  Old  Radnor  and  building  of  these 
houses  should  commence  early  in  the  new  year.

RODENT  CONTROL

been  promptly  dealt  with.
